SAIGON (A P) — U.S. war­ 
planes returned to the Hanoi 
area today for the first time in 
three weeks and bombed stor­ 
age depots, barracks and tra il­ 
ing 
facilities 
supporting 
the 
North Vietnamese invasion of 
South Vietnam, the U.S. Com­ 
mand announced. 
The command said waves of 
carrier-based Navy planes hit 
targets about 15 miles west of 
Hanoi and that all thy jets re­ 
turned safely. 
The command made no men­ 
tion of any enemy MIGs being 
shot down, but other sources 
had reported earlier that sev­ 
eral 
were 
sighted 
and 
de­ 
stroyed. 
The comand also said only 
tactical 
fighter-bombers 
took 
part in the raids and that there 
were no B52 strategic bombers 
used. It did not say how many 
planes 
were involved, but it 
was learned that at least two 
carriers are in the Tonkin Gulf, 
with about 150 planes available. 
The announcement of the at­ 
tacks came as President Nixon 
met with his National Security 
Council. 
“Tactical strike aircraft hit 
military targets which included 
storage facilities, barracks and 
training 
facilities, ‘which 
are 
helping to support ihe Commu­ 
nist invasion across the DMZ,” 
the U.S. Command said in a 
statement. DMZ means the de­ 


militarized zone dividing north 
and South Vietnam. 
The command also reported 
that additional American bomb­ 
ers attacked military targets in 
other areas of North Vietnam 
and 7th Fleet destroyers and 
cruisers bombarded enemy po­ 
sitions on the coast. 
The comand did not specify 
the other areas, saying only 
they were in the demilitarized 
zone and north of the zone.

that 
two American planes were shot 
down 
south of Hanoi, Later, 
however, it referred to planes it 
claimed were shot down Sun­ 
day. 
The U.S. Command said it 
had no losses to report in raids 
either Sunday or today over 
North Vietnam. 
Sources said the first raids on 
the Hanoi area since April 16 
were ordered by President Nix­ 
on. They were launched about 
midmorning, a few hours be­ 
fore Nixon was to met with 
the National Security Council in 
Washington to discuss actions 
that might slow the 40-day-old 
North Vietnamese offensive in 
South Vietnam and force Hanoi 
to enter into meaningful peace 
negotiations.

SAIGON (AP) — An eerie 
calm prevails in the bustling 
villages 
and 
market 
towns 
around Saigon 
Extensive visits to the half 
dozen 
provinces 
surrounding 
the South Vietnamese capital 
.indicate it is not an immediate 
target. 
But for the first time in sev­ 
eral years the North Vietnam­ 
ese Army—the NVA—has al­ 
most free rein over 'the Cam­ 
bodian provinces to the west 
and the 'unpopulated jungles to 
the North that have been the 
traditional staging areas for at­ 
tacks on Saigon. 
The enemy’s intentions are 
just, not’ known. All is guess 
work. Since the big reduction in 
American 
forces, 
there 
has 
been a great setback in the 
gathering of intelligence. 
W h a t e v e r the timetable, 
American advisers and South 
Vietnamese officials in the pro­ 
tective belt of provinces around 
Saigon feel confident they can 
ring the alarm bells when the 
enemy makes his move. 
While the militia forces seem 
well geared to alert Saigon a 
m assive 
infiltration 
a tte m pt, 
they are no match for regular 
North Vietnamese infantry and 
sophisticated 
weaponry.

enthusiasm of the militiamen is 
new, but their little outposts 
look like relics of the days long 
ago when the local Viet Cong 
fought with homemade shot­ 
guns and punji stakes.

The FBI identified the West­ 
ern hijacker as Michael Lynn 
Hanson 21, a Tormer student at 
the University of Utah to Salt 
Lake City. 
When he took over the sched­ 
uled Salt Lake City-to-Los An­ 
geles flight the hijacker first 
demanded to be flown to Hanoi, 
North Vietnam. He settled for 
Cuba when told the two-engir.e, 
short-range 737 could not make 
the flight.

A refresher couhse in govern­ 
ment should be required of all 
voters. 
During the primary election, 
two Indianapolis radio announc­ 
ers were discussing voting. Peo­ 
ple had called in with questions, 
and they had more than the 
audience. Many voting mach­ 
ines had 'been jammed, and 
all available repair crews were 
out working before noon in 
Marion County, with calls back­ 
ing up on a waiting list. 
Main cause of the break­ 
downs occurred when people 
declared their political prefer­ 
ence. and tried to vote for the 
other party in the privacy of 
the booth. Both announcers felt 
you should not be required to 
declare your party, should be 
permitted to vote for candidates 
on both ballots. 
Voters should keep in mind 
that the1 primary selection of 
candidates is a part of the 
political, rather than the elec­ 
tion process. It is the method 
a party follows to select the 
candidates to represent the par­ 
ty. The alternative would be a 
local political convention, some­ 
what like a town meeting, with 
all party members taking an 
active part in the unmanage­ 
able process. 
There is no logical reason 
any individual should be allowed 
to select opponenU for both 
party tickets. Machines ate 
locked to limit your vote to your 
own declared party. Otherwise, 
staunch party members could 
vote for their own candidate in 
closely contested races, and se­ 
lect weak opponents in other 
races. 
You don’t have to take part 
in party politics if you are an in­ 
dependent. However, if you do 
not, then you should not com­ 
plain about not being able to 
take part in the selection pro­ 
cess of 'both parties. 
Millions of words will be writ­ 
ten to interpret the results of 
the recent election. There were 
few 
surprises. 
Democrats 
claim the cross over vote by Re­ 
publicans voting for Alabama 
Governor George Wallace was 
high, and that there are no ef­ 
fective ways to challenge such 
votes. None can be developed. 
Even New York Mayor John 
Lindsay changed parties with 
little difficulty. The total vote 
for Wallace ended up close to 
what was predicted, months ago 
by Democratic State Chairman 
Gordon St. Angelo. 
Republicans claim the cross 
over vote was light. Nixon got 
fewer votes than last time, but 
was unopposed and the total 
vote was lighter than in 1968. 
The newly enfranchised 18 
year olds didn’t increase the 
total vote, nor did they appear 
to alter any outcome. 
All incumbent Congressmen 
were renominated as expect­ 
ed. It is a difficult task to oust 
an .incumbent for a major of­ 
fice. The last time it happened 
in Indiana was 30 years ago 
in the First District. Ray J.Mad­ 
den won the nomination, beating 
incumbent Congressman Wil­ 
liam T. Schulte in 1942. Madden 
went on to serve 15 terms, and 
faced one of the stiffext chal­ 
lenges in the state this time. 
Madden was challenged by eight 
other Democrats, with the most 
serious contender a former pro­ 
tege whom he had appointed to 
West Point. 
Madden won handily by .some 
1,300 votes over Adam Benja­ 
min, Jr. Along with the seat, he 
also won the chance to head the 
all powerful House Rules Com­ 
mittee. 
Most serious challenge was 
in the Second District. State Re­ 
presentative and House Major­ 
ity leader Richard .A. Boehning 
pressed hard to unseat second 
term Congressman Earl Land- 
grebe. Boehning had the per­ 


sonal endorsement of 17 term 
former Congressman Charles A. 
Halleck. as well as support of 
two of the largest newspapers. 
Prior to the election, I was 
told by Porter County politic­ 
ians not to underesimate the 
vote getting power of Land gre­ 
be. He has faced tough opposi­ 
tion in, almost every election, 
yet has won when the odds 
were against him. He cam­ 
paigns at every crossroads, pur­ 
chasing items at the general 
store, and then introducing 
himself. 
Tightest race in the state had 
to be in the 11th District, with 
the results still undetermined. 
Dan Burton challenged William 
Hudnut III, slated by the L. 
Keith Bulen controlled GOP or­ 
ganization. Bulen slated can­ 
didates lost in 5 of 21 races. 
Bulen has announced, his re­ 
tirement as County 'Chairman, 
but probably will seek the' Dis­ 
trict Chairmanship and retain 
his position as National Com­ 
mitteeman. 
Major change as a result of 
the election will be in the 
makeup of the General Assem­ 
bly. Many incumbents did not 
seek re-election. Boehning, Ben­ 
jamin and Arthur C. Hayes 
could not. since they sought a 
congressional seat. Redistricting 
took care of some incumbents, 
pitting one against another. A 
total of 18' incumbents failed, to 
gain re nomination. The senior 
member of the House, Walter 
j. BennevlUc of Jeffersonville, 
who has served since 1953, was 
beaten, as was Lawrence E, 
Yoelker, only Catholic priest 
ever * to serve in the General 
Assembly.

To Be Devalued 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United States formally deval­ 
ued the dollar Friday after 
Congress cleared an appropria­ 
tions bill which had held up the 
declaration.

Connally notified the Inter­ 
national Monetary Fund that 
the United States is changing 
the par value of the dollar from 
one thirty-fifth to one thirty- 
eighth of an. ounce of gold... 
The change will become ef­ 
fective at noon. Monday. 
It is the final official step by 
the nation in fulfilling its agree­ 
ment to devalue the dollar by 
raising the official price of gold 
fro m$35 to $38 an ounce. 
That agreement was reached 
last December at an Inter­ 
national Monetary Conference

were 
changed, settling a long mone­ 
tary crisis.

Ronald L. Ziegler, White

public announcement of Kissin­ 
ger's quick round trip flight to 
the French capital. 
But he said the American 
side relented when the Commu­ 
nists “urgently requested” that 
the development he kept under 
wraps. 
Referring to the Paris dis­ 
closure of Kissinger’s visit, 
Ziegler said of 'the North Viet­ 
namese and Viet Cong negotia­ 
tors: 
“I would just say this is an­ 
other example of their bad 
faith.” 
The Kissinger journey Tues­ 
day was followed in two days 
by the suspension of the Paris 
talks by the United States and 
the Saigon government. It ap­ 
pears a top-level assessment of 
Kissinger’s 
secret soundings 
prompted that action. 
The lengthening shadow of 
the Vietnam, war is prompting 


increased speculation here that 
Nixon may feel It necessary to 
cancel plans for summit talks 
in Moscow starting May 22.

One Room, One Teacher, 9 Pupils 


COPPER 
HARBOR, 
Mich. 
(AP) — “I used to dream about 
teaching in a one-room school- 
house when I was a kid,” says 
R. Douglas Livingston, “but I’d 
given it up by the time I start­ 
ed college because I knew there 
weren’t any more of them.” 
But the 25-year-old bachelor 
now is the total teaching task 
force for the Grant Township 
S c h o o l 
District—enrollment 
nine. After two years at Copper 
Harbor, he says, “I really love 
it here, hut . . . at times I start 
going buggy. 
“I don’t like to think how 
much of my salary goes for 
Io n g-distance 
phone 
calls. 
That’s my main avocation, di­ 
rect dialing. It’s how I made it 
through my first winter here.” 
The winter population of Cop­ 
per Harbor is “about 27” but in 
the summer “with tourists and 
people with summer homes, the 
population, jumps to near 200.”' 
The community nestles along 
Lake 
Superior’s 
shoreline— 
about as far north as you can 
go in Michigan’s Upper Penin­ 
sula. 
Copper Harbor has a sister 
school—also one room and nine 
students—in Kagana Ken, Ja­ 
pan. 
Livingston, a Wheaton Col­ 
lege graduate, said he wasn’t 
prepared for a one-room school 
by his college courses, so he 
uses Mrs. Virginia Hogue, a 
family 
friend 
teaching 
mis­ 
sionary children in Japan, as 
an advisor. 
“She and I write each other 
and exchange ideas about what 
works and what doesn’t. The 
students trade tape cassettes. 
And, 
her 
classroom 
breaks 
down pretty 
much the 
way 
mine does.” 
This 
year’s 
enrollment 
at 
Copper Harbor totals one girl 
in kindergarten, two in toe first 
grade, one working in both sec­ 
ond and third grades, two girls' 
and the school’s only boy in the 
fourth grade and two more 
girls in the fifth. 
The Cincinnati native heard 
about the Copper Harbor job 


“from a friend of a friend of a 
friend” in college. “I jumped at 
the chance. The first time I 
saw Copper Harbor, I felt like 
I’d come home. I really love it 
here. The country out here is so 
silent and beautiful, rich with 
nature.” 
But. he adds, scenery isn’t 
everything. “My social life can 
get to be a drag. I’m a city 
person, and I miss it at times.” 
His nine students come from 
four families, and three of their 
parents 
are 
on 
the 
school 
board. 
“It’s 
awkward 
at 
times.” 
However, there are advan­ 
tages. 
“I can give the kids a great 
deal of personal attention, spot 
problems before they have a 
chance to develop and make 
them work them out rather 
than letting them cop-out. You 
can’t hide here.” 
After Copper Harbor, most 
students go to high school in 
Calumet.
